Th estates that prohibit trout fishing 


in May are: Nebraska, Iowa (May 15), 
Colorado (June 1). and Washington 
June 1); in Ontario the season opens 
on May 15 and in the other Provinces 
on the same day. 
Thus It will be seen that a vast area 


of trout water are open to the rod in 
the month of May, and there are but 
few sections of the country that do not 
contain either streams or lakes in- 
habited by these fish, available to the 
earnest angler at little cost of pocket 
or of time.—Wm.

AN INSTRUCTIVE PAPER READ BEFORE THE WOMAN'S CLUB

by the Spring Beauty, or Claytonla, 
vlth the 
hepatica, 
arbutus, adders 


ongue, blood-root, squirrel corn, and 
memone, for the honor of being the 
earliest spring flower. 
Whether the petals of the 
spring- 


beauty are white or pink, they are al- 
ways exquisitely marked with pink 
Ines converging near the base and 
ending in a yellow blotch to serve as 
pathfinder for the female bumblebees 
\nd the little brown bombylious, among 
other pollen carriers. Prick them, the 
vhole plant droops, and the blossoms 
close with indignation; nor will any 
coaxing but a combination of hot water 
and sunshine induce them to open 
igain 
Theii's is a long beauty sleep. 


They are 
supersensitive 
exquisites, 


however hardy. 
, 
According to one poetical Greek tra- 


dition, Anemos, the wind, employs his 
delicate little namesakes, the Anemo- 
,16s, as heralds of his coining In the 
early spring. 
Pliny declared that only 


the wind coull open anemoriies. 
An- 


other legend utilized by countless poets 
pictures Venus wandering through the 
forests grief-stricken over the death 
of her youthful lover. 
Indeed, In reading the poets, ancient 


ind modern, for references to this fa- 
vorite flower, one realizes as never be- 


iterally a flower gathering. 
Doctors, with more prosaic eyes than 


poets, find acrid and. dangerous juices 
in the anemone and Its kin.. Certain 
European peasants will run past a col- 
ony of these' pure innocent blossoms in 
the belief that the very air is tallied by 
them. 
Yet the Romans ceremonially 


picked the anemone of the year, with 
an incantation supposed to guard them 
against fevef. The identical plant that 
blooms In our woods, 
which may be 


found also in Asia, is planted on graves 
by the Chinese, who call it the "death 


Bloodroot, Indian Paint, Red Puccon. 


of the poppy family, is another of our 
early flowers. 
Snugly protected in a papery sheath 


enfolding a silvery green leaf-cloak, the 
solitary crest but slowly rises from its 
embrace, sheds its sepals, expands into 
an immaculate golden-centered blos- 
som that, poppy-like, offers but 
a 


glimpse of its fleeting lovliness ere it 
drops Its snow-white petals and is 
gone. 
Wound the plant In any part 


and there flows an orange-red juice. 
which old-fashioned mothers used 
to 


drop on lumps of sugar and administer 
when their children 
had coughs and 


colds. 
As this fluid stains whatever it 


touches—hence its value to the Indians 
as a war paint—one should be careful 
in picking the flower. It has no Value 
for cutting, of course, 
but in some 


shady corner it will bring a suggestive 
picture of the spring woods to our very 


Dutchman's Breeches, White Harts, 


Soldiers' Cap, Eardrops, are also of the 
p6ppy family. 
Rich leaf-mold, accumulated between 


crevices of rock, make the Ideal home 
for this delicate, yet striking, flower; 
coarse-named, but refined In all its 
parts. 
Consistent with 
thtj 
heart- 


shaped blossoms are the finely^dlssect- 
ed leaves, the whole plant repudiating 
by its femininity 
its most popular 


name. It was Thoreau who observed 
that only those plants which require 
but Httle light and, can stand the drip 
of trees, prefer to dwell in the woods— 
plants which have commonly more 
beauty in their leaves than in their pale 
and almost colorless blossoms. Certain- 
ly few woodland dwellers have 
more 


delicately beautiful 
foliage than 
the 


fumitory tribe. 
Lacking 'perfume only lo be a per- 


fectly satisfying flower, the Common, 
Purple, Meadow, or Hooded Blue Violet 
has, nevertheless, established itself in 
the hearts of the people from the Arc- 
tic to the Gulf as no sweet-scented, 
showy, hot-house exatic has ever done. 
Royal in color as in lavish profusion it 
blooms everywhere—in woods, way- 
sides, meadows and marshes, bu.t al- 
ways in finer form in cool, shady dells. 
In course of time the lovely English, 
March, or Sweet Violet, which has es- 
caped from gardens, and which Is now 
rapidly increasing 
with the help of 


summers on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, may be established among our 
wild flowers. 
No blossom figures so 


prominently in English literature. 
In 


France it has ever entered the polit- 
ical field since Napoleon's day. Yale 
university has adopted the violet foi 
its own especial flower, although It Is 
the corn flower, or bachelors' button 
that is the true Yale blue. 
Virginia Cowslip, or Blue-bells, be- 


longs to the Borage family. 
Not to 
be outdone by its cousins, the helio- 
trope and forget-me-not, this lovelv 
and far more showy flower, has found 
its way into the rockwork and shcltei- 
ed, moist nooks of many gardens.

Robinson In Ills charming book, "Tlie

It is our far more regal look- 
ing but truly democratic blossom, jost- 
ling Its fellow s in the marshes, that is 
Indeed "born in the purple." The name 
iris, meaning a deified rainbow, which 
was given this group of plants by the 
ancients, shows a fine appreciation of 
their superb coloring, their ethereal 
texture, and the beauty of the blossom. 
The Slender Blue Flag found growing 
from New Bruswlck to North Carolina, 
but mainly n«ar the coast, Is the most 
graceful member of this rather stiffly 
stately famll>.
